The FCC says anyone filing comments on the 
its Broadband over Power Line 

(BPL) Notice of Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM) 
in ET Dockets 03-104 and 04-37 should 
reference only the latter docket number, not 
both docket numbers. The ARRL was among 
those who had asked the FCC to clarify the 
matter. The deadline to file comments is 
Monday, May 3. Reply comments are due 
Tuesday, June 1. 


"To simplify this filing process and minimize 
the burden on both interested parties and the 
Commission's resources, we are requesting 
that parties responding to the Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making submit comments, 
replies and any other pleadings or information 
only in the newly established ET Docket No 
04-37," the FCC said this week in a public 
notice.
